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The ZERBST (li 52/D 98) airfield was more strictly guarded on 

17 August 1949 than previously. The road running along the southerm 
ecge of the Pidd was blocked. Only one of the six hangars was - 
open. A number of unidentified aireraft were parked in front of 

it. Fourtosu single-sugine fignters and seven biplanes wore ob- 
served in training flights until 3 p-m.
